Court Out of Existence— Interstate 


Commission

Arrogated Certain Powers. 


Washington, Nov. 11.— Months ago 
It was the announced intention of at 
least one Democratic member of con­ 
gress to introduce a bill abolishing 
the commerce court. 
The action by j 
that body in enjoining the interstate 
commerce commission from enforcing 
its decrees reducing freight rates in 
the W estern 
Mountain states is al­ 
most sure to precipitate a demand for 
such legislation when congress opens 
in December. 
Representative Sim s of Tennessee, 
w*ho has had such a bill in mind, un­ 
doubtedly 
represents 
a 
large senti­ 
ment on the Democratic side of the 
house. 
The bill also seems assured 
of support from the Republican pro- 
gressi\ es. 
The political effect of the action by 
the commerce court is likely to be far- 
leaching. 
Many politicians regard it 
as the last straw- in the fortunes ol 
President Taft in the Northwest. 
The commerce court is peculiarly 
Mr. Taft's institution. He recommend­ 
ed its creation In his first annual mes­ 
sage to congress and that body ac­ 
ceded to his wishes, although there 
was never hearty support of the plan 
oven among the Republicans. 
They 
recognized, however, that the presi­ 
dent was a sort of expert in judicial 
matters and decided to let him try 
out his plan. 
A 
bill 
was 
laid 
before congress, 
drafted by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham and officially endorsed by Presi­ 
dent Taft, to create the court of com­ 
merce. 
The administration bill gave 
the railroads access to the court on 
appeal from the interstate commerce 
commission, but denied such access to 
the shippers and consumers. A violent 
attack w-as made on the bill in con 
gress and an amendment was forced 
into the law giving shipper and con 
sumer equal access with the railroad* 


Opposed Creation of Court. 


It was held by the advocates of ef­ 
fective regulation that there was no 
reason for the creation of the court, 
inasmuch as the railroads had ade 
quate protection against confiscatory 
lowering ot rates through appeal to 
the federal supreme court and that 
the proposal to create the court of 
commerce under the terms submitted! 
by the administration was obvious 1> a 
one-sided arrangement In the inter* *t - 
of the railroads. 
W hen later the question arose as to 
the powers of the new- court it was 
held by the r« gulationists tbat 
the 
law invested the court with no right 
to revise facts, but only to review the 
law in a given c;*se. 
The court, so it 
was asserted, attempted, however, to 
arrogate to itself the powers of a trial 
court 
and sent 
-t 
representative to 
California to take te stimony in a case 
that was appealed from the commerce 
commission. 
This created intense f«*< ling among 
the rate rcgulatk niats and the inter­ 
state commerce 
commission 
forces. 
The commission Rent an attorney to be 
present at the hearing and his protest 
against the proceedings was sufficient 
to cause the court to recall Its repre­ 
sentative and for the time to abandon 
the* attempt to act as a trial court. 
The open charge w asjjJeo made that 
the president had appointed as Judges 
of the m*w commerce court men whose 
sympathies wore more strongly with 
the rfiflroads than with the shippers,!
